ever, try to become more efficient: mn 


}some subjects: than in others, and it 


is mostly the case in every province 
that. from time ‘to'time a certain 
group of subjects are more avored 
than others, For :instatice, in On- 
tario during the past year 290 Scouts 
were awarded the Ambulance Badge, 
220, the Laundsymss Badiaee the 
Pathfinder Badge, and 214 the Cyclist 
Badge. In comparison, only 25 quali- 
‘fed for the Electrician Badge, 8 for 
the Friend-to-Animals Badge, 29 for 
the Pioneer Badge, 8 for the Photo- 
rapher badge, 3 for the Prospector 
adge, 20 for the Signaller Badge, 
etc. Of course it would be anfair to 
score the boys for not, taking more 
interest in certain. subjects, without 
first looking into local conditions and 
determining whether or not it would 
be feasible for them to qualify in one 
subject as easily as in another, 
In Quebec. Province during the 
past ap the Fireman badge had 97 
more winners than any other badge, 
276 Scouts qualifying for this Ladge. 
Tlie Missioner Badge was next, with 
179 winners; the Ambulance Badge 
next with 138 winners, and the Laun- 
dryman Badge following closely with 
127 winners. : 
In Manitoba, as in Quebec, cousid- 
erably more Fireman badges were 
won than any other. The total nuin- 
ber of Tireman badges awarded ws 
170. The Missioner badge, which was 
next in order, had 130 winners, In 
Manitoba, the Handyman badge 
seems to be more popular than in 
any other province. Strange to say, 
in nearly every province considerably 
more Laundryman badges were won 
this year than ever before. This ap- 
plies particularly to Ontario and 
Quebec, In order to’ qualify for this 
badge the Scout must wash and finish 
garments of linen, cotton, wool and 
flannel, -including dressing a shirt, 
and a theoretical test as the exaimu- 
er may require.. To win the Fireman 
badge, the Scout must. have = know- 
ledge .of chutes, ropes, jumping 
shects and fire extinguishers. He 
must pass tests in the fireman's lift, 
dragging patients and passing buck- 
ets, and have a knowledge of how to 
turn in an alarm, how to enter burn- 
ing buildings and work in fumes, how 
to prevent the spread, of tire, how to 
prevent bush fires, how to rescue ani- 
mals, etc., etc. -- © 
Another badge which ustially has 
many winners in most of the prov- 
inces is the Cooks badge. Any boy 
who can cook a good meal while out 
on a tramp or in camp is usually heid 
in high esteem by. his fellow-Scouts, 
and so most Scouts show 4 desire. to 
be efficient in this subject.. In order 
ito qualify for the Cooks’ badge the 
Scout must be able to Jay and light 
a fire and make a cooking place with 
a few bricks, stonés or logs: cook the 
following dishes: porridge, Ivish 
stew, vegetables, plain egg omelet, 
boiled, fried, scrambled and roached 
eggs, make tea, coffee or cocoa, rice 
puddings, batter pudding, and pan- 
cakes, algo clean and cook ‘ish.. He 
must be able to mix. dough und bake 
bread in an gven or make a daniper 
or twist (round steak) at a-camp fire, 
He must have a knowledge of the 
methods used in cooking meats and 
explain’ the uses of bakiug powder 
and‘baking soda. ;

“Because I am one day going to be 
Lord Chancellor. or Prime Minister,’ 
That was forty years ago. Reem 
Asquith was. born. in Yorkshire in 
1852, but was brought up in London, 
His parents intended him io become 
a lawyer and his studies were plann- 
ed accordingly, but his chief interest 
turned to politics. He was graduat- 
ed from Oxford. with a_ brilliant 
standing and, entering the legal pro- 
fession, was soon recognized as une 
of the leaders of the bar. His prac- 
tice was extremely profitable, but the 
rewards had no attraction for him 
and he sacrificed three-quarters of 
his. income voluntarily to enter poli- 
tics. He was .clected to Parliament 
by a Scottish constituency in 1886. 
Soon he made himself felt.. It was 
a resolution he introduced wluch 
brought about: the downfall of Lord 
Saliabury's Cabinet. He won his first 
Cabinet portfolio in 1892, wh.n Glad- 
stone appointed him Home [-cre- 
tary. This post he held for three 
years, continuing in office under the 
Premiership of the Earl of Rosebery. 
When the Liberals returned io ot- 
fice in 1905, Asquith became Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer under Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman. When 
the latter died in 1908, the Liberals 
did not hesitate about the selection 
of a successor,’ They chose ‘Asquith, 
and he has been premier ever since. 
No Prime Minister of Great Brit- 
ain has ever been confronted witli 
more serious problems ‘than those 
which the great war forced upon As- 
quith, He’ was regarded as the nat- 
ural selection for the leadership of 
the Coalition administration. ; 
Asquith has faced much. criticism, 
‘bitter at times, sinte the beginnirg 
of the war for the manner in which 
he handled some of its problems, but 
it has always been-admitted, even by 
his enenfies, that, although he is a

More Duties Given Military 
' Hospital Commission 


Sending the Canadian’ Wounded 
- to the Dominion 


Hitherto. the Military Hospitals 
Commission of Canada has only had 
to deal with soldiers in. the conval- 
escent. stage. From now on patients 
will be sent home to Canada zs soon 
as they can travel without risk. A 
very large number of the 20,000 Can- 
adian sick’ and wounded now in 
England will come under the new 
rule, 

This change involyes a great in- 
crease in the commission’s work and 
these “bed cases” can only be brought 
over’ by degrees. Accommodation 
has already been secured for more 
than 1,600 at various cenires, includ- 
ing: Winnipeg, general hospital, 100; 
Edmonton, Strathcona hospital, 150; 
Vancouver, general hospital, 300, 

In British Columbia, the Esquimalt 
convalescent hospital is now to be 
supplemented by Rest Haven, a 
building erected as a sanatarium be- 
fore the war, at Sydney, about 20 
miles from Victoria. It will house 
200 men, or double the number at 
Esquimalt. In the same province, 
the acquisition of Sunny View, near 
Kamloops, adds 20 to the accommio- 
dation for consumptives. 

There, 2;601 invalided soldiers, un- 
der the commission’s guardiatship 
at the beginning of this month, 
classified as follows: Convalescent 
hospitals, 1,201 in-patients and 811 
out-patients,
